Clearly, the People Said ‘No? 


The free ballot has won a notable vic- 
tory in Georgia. . 

Defeat of the proposed constitutional 
amendment to extend the county unit sys- 
tem to the general elections means Geor- 
gians do not want an all-powerful State 
political machine. They want their judges 
and sheriffs and county school superin- 
‘tendents elected by the people. They do 
not want them as mere pawns of a machine 
with headquarters in Atlanta. 

The surprising note of the unit sys- 
tem’s defeat was the high proportion of 
rural counties, normally in the Talmadge 
stronghold, which voted heavily against it. 
Obviously, voters of these counties did 
not believe the administration's fantastic 
charges that they are in danger of coming 
under .he thumbs of the “big cities.” They 
were not fooled. Rural counties now con- 
trol the Democratic primary, which re- 
mains under the county unit system. Nomi- 
nation in the primary is equivalent to 
election. If there were not a conspiracy to 
do away with the primary, as was charged 
by a Talmadge stalwart, why was the ad- 
ministration so anxious to move the unit 
system into the general election? In an 
honest answer to that question a great 
many rural counties voted against the 
amendment. 


Improvement Plan 
Gets the Green Light 


Indorsement of the Plan of Improve- 
ment amendments in Tuesday’s election is 
the go-ahead signal for a greater metro- 
politan area. 

It means more efficient government. 
Costly duplication of functions by the City 
and County will bé eliminated. Eventu- 
ally, taxes ought to be less. In general, 
the plan calls for the city to provide the 
services normally provided by cities in 
Georgia and the county those ordinarily 
provided by counties. 

It is the second time voters have ap- 
proved the plan. The vote was over- 
whelmingly favorable in the referendum 
last June. 

These votes are a double mandate from 
the people. Fulton County representatives 
in thé General Assembly have announced 
they will offer the necessary legislation at 
the January session. 

Let there be no undercover opposition. 
Certain of the County Commissioners, fear- 
ing a reduction of their own political 
power, have worked long and hard against 
the plan. They ought now to admit defeat 
and assist in getting the Plan of Improve- 
ment in operation.

GOP Gains 
Curb Fair Deal 


Republican gains in the elections elimi- 
nate President Truman's Fair Deal pro- 
gram as an issue for the next two years at 
least. 


The new Congress will be predomi- 
nately conservative, both in domestic poli- 
cies and foreign relations. But it will not 
be isolationist. 

Sen. Walter George believes the vote, 
which saw stalwart supporters of the 
President go down in defeat, will have a 
steadying effect upon the nation’s economy. 
That was evidenced yesterday when the 
stock market took a sharp upturn on the 
election news. 

Sen. Taft’s smashing victory will cur- 
tail the political influence of —— 
labor. There will be no serious effort to 
repeal the Taft-Hartley Act. Because of 
his coauthorship of this law, Taft was the 
prime object of the most intensive politi- 
cal campaign ever staged by ynion labor in 
this country. A great deal of money was 
spent and months of doorbell ringing and 

recinct organizing went into the effort. 
ut Sen. Taft came up with a majority that 
surprised even his closest supporters. Mr. 
Republican himself upset all predictions 
almost as much as did Mr. Truman in 1948. 

In Sen. Taft’s case, at least, the vote- 

tting power of organized labor was vast- 
Sl aeieeetel. The Senator won some heav- 
ily industrialized areas, indicating a great 
many rank and file union members lis- 
tened patiently to their leaders denounce 
Taft and then went out and voted for him. 

Defeat of Sen. Tydings, of Maryland, a 
veteran of 24 years in the Senate 
chairman of the powerful Armed Services 


Committee, hinged almost solely on the: 


Communism-in-Government issue. His vic- 
torious opponent, a political 
named John M. Butler, charged Tydings 
with whitewashing the McCarthy charges. 
The Communism issue also predomi- 
nated in California, where Richard 
Republican, defeated 


Is it not strange that the amendment 
was carried in Chatham County and that 
it almost carried in Richmond County, 
both of which have six unit votes and 
which are Georgia's only two machine 
counties? 


Georgia also has left the way, open for 
establishment of a State Republican party. 
Had the proposed No. 2 amendment passed 
a strong opposition party would have been 
virtually impossible, at least for a great 
many years to come. This newspaper, 
though Democratic, firmly believes in the 
two-party system. The State would bene- 
fit from. two vigorous parties. 


Broadening the unit system now is a 
dead issue. It was an artificial one from 
the beginning, proposed solely for the pur- 
pose of enabling a State machine to reach 
into every county and demand unques- 
tioned obedience of officeholders. The peo- 
ple clearly have said they will have none 
of that. 


The Democratic convention of last Sum- 
mer went on record as favoring strength- 
@ing the county unit system. The only 
way to strengthen the system is to reap- 
portion it so as to providé’a more equitable 
distribution of strength. Else it will inev- 
itably fall of its own weight.

‘Republicans also made_ considerable 
headway in the House, though the Demo- 
crats will continue to control it by a fairly 
comfortable ‘margin. 

But the Brannan Farm Plan, compul- 
sory health insurance, FEPC and other 
Truman Fair Deal proposals are out for 
the next two years. The Republicans have 
succeeded in electing enough Senators 
and Representatives to block controversial 
legislation but Democrats still must an- 
swer for any shortcomings.

Home Rule Would 
Shorten the Ballot 


For the most part, irregularities in Tues- 
day’s election were the combined result 
of the tremendous size of the ballot and 
the comparatively large turnout of voters. 

There were, however, several instances 
of law violation that ought to be investi- 
gated. For example, there were reports 
that a ballot was tacked onto the bulletin 
board of the courthouse at Americus and 
voters offered instruction on how ta vote 
for extension of the county unit system. 

In some places counting of the votes 
started before the polls were closed. That 
is a frequent offense in Georgia. 


But in general the violations were tech- 
nical rather than corrupt in nature. Voters 
sat-side by side on benches and marked 
their ballots.« Some stood up and marked 
them on the wall in plain view of every- 
body at the polling place. 

Because the. ballot was so: bulky, ballot 
boxes were filled long before closing time 
and election officials were faced with the 
necessity of providing space for incoming 
votes. Some emptied the votes into flour 
sacks. Others opened the ballot box and 
packed the votes down. In only a few cases 
were additional boxes available. 

But these measures in the main were 
expedients forced upon election officials 
by the large number of voters and an out- 
sized ballot containing 37 proposed con- 
stitutional amendments, most of them of 
purely local application. It is easy to say 
in retrostect that provisions should have 
been made for both—as indeed it was made 
in Augusta. In Georgia, though, the gen- 
eral election normally assumes little im- 
portance and ballot boxes end up less than 
a third full. 

Constitution staff writers touring voting 
places in rural areas reported more resent- 
ment against the huge ballot than against 
technical irregularities. People were in- 
censed particularly at the obvious great 
cost of the ballot. It was a monstrosity. 

The remedy is, of course, home rule. 
Without the large number of local Con- 
stitutional amendments, the ballot would 
have been smaller and less expensive and 
voting would have been more rapid and 
less confused. 

If the people really are aroused over 
the situation, they can instruct their rep- 
resentatives in the General Assembly to 
provide home rule.

There was unquestionably a clique around Acheson which was 
trying to fini ways and means of recognizing Mao’s control over 
close to half a billion Chinese. During the Summer portion of 
the Korean War, when our forces most surely would have been 
driven off the peninsula if the Chinese Reds had come in, the State 
Department bent so far over backward, trying not to ruffle Mao, 
that it prompted Mr. Truman’s public spanking of MacArthur. 

But now it has reluctantly come around to his thinking and pol- 
icy change No. 2,173 is in the works.

airplanes, flown by good pilots, could have driven us from 
fore we made our great smash at Inchon. Like everybody else, I guess, I breathed more freely when, 
in the first few weeks of the encircling assault that put our troops in strength far beyond the 
boundary of the 38th parallel, I figured the whole thing was wrapped up and done with. At the 
cost of some 20,000 casualties and untold treasure we had secured the military victory. 


Ali that remained was to secure the political 
victory—placing in Korea a sdpervising force, 
preferabiy of Orientals, who would seé to it that 
war should not break out afresh. 


The developments of the past few days 
have proved that all of us whe felt that way 
and that includes General MacArthur— 
were indulging in a wistful pipe dream. We 
might as well face the facts now. We are 
at war with Red China. We must make, in 
a very few days, one of the great decisions 
of our history. , 


We must decide whether or not we are going 
to fight China on China's terms, in the hills and 
valleys of North Korea. If we make that de- 
cision. there is no limit to the years we may be 
at war, no limit to the drain on our resources 
in manpower and in money—a bloodletting and 
a déespoiling that can be inflicted upon us while 
Russia herself sheds not one drop of Russian 
blood, nor spends any more money than is re- 
quired to keep arms and munitions flowing to 
her satellites 

If we fight China in Korea there is no way 
to stop the war there. There is no way we can 
gain: victory Without going on in pursuit, into 
Manchuria, into China herself, right to the bor- 
ders of Red China. And if we follow that course, 
we will eventually face, as a final enemy, the 
great land armies and the massive tank bat- 
talions of the Russians themselves. 


If we choose to fight the limitless hosts of 
Chinese, what then shall we do about Western 
Europe’ Is this not a trap carefully set for us by 
the Reds, luring us to commit all our strength— 
as we have already done, to the battle in Korea— 
so that the Red legions beyond the Elbe can 
march to the English Channel, opposed only by 
the feebie forces of our friends across the At- 
lantic, forces which at their present strength 
could not stand up to the Reds for a fortnight? 

How, though, ca& we refuse to do battle with 
the Red Chinese, on their own terms? If, foresee- 
ing the unbearable cost in blood and treasure 
that continuing war on the ground there will 
entail, we do withdraw, what then? Then one 
thing only. All the brave men who have died in

Korea already will have died in vain, the United 
Nations will crumble and fall as a body able to 
impose peace upon the world by foree of arms. 
All we have fought for so bitterly and so bravely 
so far will have been lost. 

The only alternative which occurs to me now, 
in this mood of despondency which grips not only 
me, but all who have watched the tragic and 
fearful turn of events in Korea, is one so dread- 
ful that I hesitate to put down the words. It is 
simply this: To tel] Stalin, through his diplo- 
mats here, so that there can be no feeling that 
we are making an idle threat which we will not 
back up, that unless the. Chinese armies are 
withdrawn from Korea back beyond the Yalu, 
we will then strike with the atomic bomb. Not 
at the scattered ground forces there. but at the 
heart of Russia itself, at Moscow, at the Kremlin. 


If the atomic bomb has any virtue as a 
deterrent, it is time te find it out. If Stalin 
fears it, if he understands that we are able 
te deliver the bomb, and if:he is not yet 
ready to withstand such an assault, he will 
order his Chinese satellites to pull back. If 
he is ready te enter the last great conflict 
which will decide whether or not Democracy 
or Communism, good or evil, shall prevail 
upon the earth, we will soon have his answer. 
It will come in the form of atemic bombs 
striking at our own seat of government, at 
our dwn heartland. If we threaten to use the 
weapon, we must brace ourselves to bear up 
under its use against us. 


So long as there is the faintest glimmer of 
hope that matters in Korea can be resolved with- 
out the use af the ultimate weapon we should 
not consider its use. But the quietness of the 
front there during the past few days is Ominous. 
Great battles seem to be impending. This time, 
again we may hold. But we cannot go on and on, 
taking the dreadful losses that all-out battle 
with the Chinese would entail. Soon we must 
resolve the matter one way or another. 

And, God help us all, the only answer that 
I see now, is to make it clear to Russia that we 
at last are willing to use the bomb, not against 
their satellites, but against themselves. 


Election Leaves Acheson in Middle

&8—Secretary of State Acheson told the press Wednesday that he had “no 


intention whatever” of resigning as a result of the election victory of some of his most avid critics. 
This is an entirely natural morning-after reaction, but the real question is whether Mr. Acheson 


ia right in the assumptions on which he based his comment. 


These were (1) that the election would 


not have any effect on the conduct of American foreign policy, and (2) that the American people now 


want to close ranks. 


There are many people in 
addition to the Secretary of 
State who hope both of these 
assumptions are correct, but 
the evidence points definitely 
in the other direction. This 
was an election of extraordi- 
nary violence. It was a test 
between those in the Republi- 
can Party who favored for- 
eign and domestic policies not 
much different from the Ad- 
ministration’s and those who 
favored the strategy of oppos- 
ing the Democrats violently in 
both the foreign and domestic 

"fields. ° 


The moderates in the Repub- 
lican Party had their way in the 
1948 Presidential election and 
lost. Those who argued for vio- 
lent opposition, even if it meant 
dragging foreign policy into the 
lower levels of American poli- 
tics, had their way this time, and 
they won 

This does not mean that the 
Same tactics are going to be 
employed against Acheson and 
his department in the Eighty- 
second Congress. Many men 
who used the tactics of McCar- 
thyism and won are undoubt- 
ediy ashamed of the blunt in- 
struments used and will try to 
be more moderate in meeting 
their new responsibilities. Aver- 
ell Harriman, the President's 
co-ordinator of foreign policy 
activities, likewise may forget 
that he campaigned openly 
against Senator Taft and the 
new Senator from California, 


Richard Nixon. but to assume | 


that everybody on both sides 
will forget and forgive and start 
all over, may prove to be a trifle 
naive. 

For many prominent Republi- 
cans who on principle have op- 
posed the Admunistration’s for- 
eign policy and its appeal to 
bipartisanship are now 
vinced that increased opposition 
is good politics. 


Democratic votes in the Senate 
would be serious enough, but 
Acheson's main problem is not 
so much with the new Republi- 
cans. It is (1) with those Demo- 
cratic Senators who, as a result 
of the election, are now con- 


vinced that he is a political lia- | 


bility, and (2) with the suspi- 
cious attitude of the country to- 


con- 


she passes by. A lot of voters 
demonstrated the validity of this 
observation. Many were vocal 
during the campaign. They nei- 
ther wholly believed nor wholly 
disbelieved what was said about 
the Secretary of State and his 
department. They were merely 
uneasy and suspicicus. 

It is not the facts in this 
Situation that are determining 
events so much as people's opin- 
ions of the facts. The voters did 
not ask whether the Republicans 
would have done any better 
with Chiang Kai-shek in 1946. 
They apparently were not as 
appalled by the strategy of Mc- 
Carthy as Washington believed. 
They did not respond to the at- 
tacks on Acheson by weighing 
his quolifications against those 
of Harriman or Chief Justice 
Vinson or Gov. Adlai Stevenson, 
of Illinois. They voted a feeling 
of dissatisfaction, an uneasiness 
about the state of affairs. 


Many people, in addition to 
Acheson, would like to believe 
that this election had let out a 
lot of poison like a poultice. But 


has done just the opposite. 


Acheson's principal theme 
for the past six months has 
been that America must build 
strong points out of weak 
points before it can deal ef- 
fectively with the Russians. 
It is good thesis, but it applies 
to the homefront as well as 
to overseas. 


If the observations of a re- 
porter after a trip around the 
country are worth anything, 
one of the weakest points in 
our foreign policy is the lack of 
understanding between the De- 
partment of State and the peo- 
ple it serves. 

Seldom in modern history has 
any nation achieved so much so 
fast as the United States in the 
last few years, during all of 
which Acheson has been a prin- 
cipal and perhaps fa decisive 
figure. Yet the paradox is that 
the air in America is full of cries 
that we have failed. This is the 
weak point that will have to be 
tackled by somebody if the elec- 
tion is to be understood and if 
the Administration's policies 
overseas are to be secure.

And so it does, in clear words and joyous 
pictures. Parents should read it aloud to the children. It is pub- 
lished by The Interstate, of Danville, Ill.’ 


Number Two is Paul Chapman's fine edition of “Pastures.” 
published by Turner E. Smith, of Atlanta, and written by R. R. 
Lancaster, Texas A. and M. College; Edwin James, U. of Ga.; R. 
Y. Bailey, U. S. Soil Conservation Service; and R. R. Harris, U. 
of Ga. This work is intended primarily for teachers of vocational 
agriculture and instructors of classes for farmers and students.

Better Income, Better Future 


There are a lot of people in town this week mulling over a bunch of figures, 
and determining how best to prepare them accurately and how best to present 
them to the public in the most understandable manner. First inclination of the lay 
observer perhaps would be to throw up the hands and scream at the array of 

- + statistics worked on by the various labor departments of the several Southern 

= States, but one cannot honestly do this for the totals and findings arrived at plot 

the development of an area and the progress of its citizens. The Southern Regional Employment 
Statistics Conference is meeting here Monday through Thursday, with the Bureau of Labor Statistics 
of the U. S. Department of Labor joining in. These State agencies, in co-operation with the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, each month present through their bulletins the storv of non-agricultural employ- 
ment in their areas. Also, they keep tab on hourly and weekly average earnings and average weekly 


hours in selected industries. 

All in all, these reports monthly take the 
temperature of Dixie Dusiness, and give a chart 
for the future. " 


Right now, throughout the Seuth, employ- 
ment is going te new highs, even at the 
threshold of increased employment for the 
Nation's defense program. In Georgia, for 
instance, more people are employed in manu- 
facturing and related industries than at any 
time in history. And that is the story in most 
of the 12 Southern States represented at the 
conference here. 


Going back to August, so as to get comparable 
figures from all the states, we find that vast in- 
creases in employment have been plotted by the 
caretakers of the figures and decimals. Gains 
in numbers employed in non-agricultural en- 
deavors show increases over a year’s time ranging 
from 1,100 in Louisiana to 90,000 in Texas. 
Georgia was running in second place with around 
40,000 added workers. 

In total persons in non-agricultural employ- 
ment, Texas again headed the list in August with 
a total of 2,405,900. Georgia was third with 
797,500, following North Carolina with 871,000. 

All these people are employed in places other 
than the farm. They work in textile plants, in 
construction, in service industries, in transporta- 
tion, and in Government. 

Government itself stands high as an employer 
in the Southern region, and Georgia is second 
in this category, exceeded only by Texas, which 
due to its huge size carries a lot of statistical 
weight. 

Employed iin all branches of Government— 
National, State, and local—were 119,100 Geor- 
gians in August. Texas had 263,800. Arkansas 
had only 56,200. 


In textile mill products, Georgia, of course, 
is near the top, exceeded only by North and 
South Carolina in employment in this field. 


Of all the 12 States in this Southern region, 
Georgia certainly is a leader in manufacturing, 
but the entire region is showing great progress 
during this period since World War II. 


The peeple who add the columns and 
figure the percentages in all the lines of in- 
dustry in their states give the region’s bus- 
inessmen and other citizens a yardstick pre- 
senting irrefutable evidence of the progress of 
the Southland. Statistically, Dixie is going 
forward. 


It is important that this progress be main- 
tained and that progress in other fields—some of 
which can’t be added in columns—keep pace 
with manufacturing. With added industry, and 
added income, all of the Southern States will 
have the wherewithal to fashion better schools, 
better hospitals, better Government—and a better 
future for all the citizens of Dixie.

The burnoose that he wears 
against the weather, his wife's

After a few sorry sorties into 
shopping for trinkets, the Major 
took over our barter and it was 
a game to watch. We fingered 
the desired piece of copper or 
little square of embroidery as 
the Arab sized’us up.

I was born 48 years ago in 
Ireland, and one of my school- 
mates, a younger girl in kinder- 
garten, had an almost identical 
difficulty. Except for the lame 
appearance, it made little dif- 
ference in her life. She entered 
into games, played good tennis, 
was a good swimmer; in later 
years looked lovely in swim 
guits. When she grew up she 
rnade a realiy wonderful ap- 
pearance, She is always great 
fun, with a delightful disposi- 
tion. 

She always wanted to write, 
but never did. She went to Ox- 
ford University, took her degree 
and when the British Broadcast- 
ing Corporation was formed, she 
got a job with it and rapidly 
advanced. She entertained beau- 
tifully, had most interestng 
friends, and in her early forties, 
she married a charming writer. 
Their marriage is wonderfully 
happy.

put the finish- major league clubs at least $5,000,000 in 1950, according to a 
survey by the Associated Press, but most owners feel it was 


worth it. 

A majority of club owners 
blamed radio, first, and televi- 
sion, to a lesser degree, for some 
of the general attendance decline 
in their minor league holdings. 

Almost witheut exception 
they believed farm costs are 
justified because baseball could 
not continue without the chains. 

Most of the present major 


leaguers are farm products. 

Exact figures on costs are al- 
most impossible.
